Wheatley, That we order one (1) 
used Model D4 “Caterpillar” Diesel 
Tractor. 60 inch gauge, with 16 inch 
heat treated track shoes, Serial No. 
4G242W and one (1) used model W-4 
Athey Mobiloader, Serial No. W4-124 
from the Union Tractor Equipment 
Co. Ltd., Calgary the total price being 
$5,700.00. Both machines to be thor- 
oughly reconditioned and guaranteed 
for 90 days from May Ist. 1946.

McArthur; That an agreement be 
prepared and forwarded to Desire Gi- 
beau of Cluny for his signature respect 
ing the erection of culvert to carry ir- 
rigation waters across the road be- 
tween the S.W. 5 and the 8S. E, 6-23-21- 
4th. Ratification of this agreement 
will be considered at a coming meeting

Jackson; That we stock pile 2000 
cubic yards of 1 1)2” crushed gravel at 
the Carseland Pit. 

Wheatley; That Councillor Harwood 
be a committee of one to supervise the 
overhauling of our machinery and 
equipment.

Canada's 1945 production of eggs is 
estimated at 395 million dozen, about 
34 million dozen larger than in 1944 
and a new all-time record. 

Some 7,000 loaves of bread which 
were spoiled in a Vancouver bakery 
when high tension wires were blown 
down, were fed to pigs on farms sur- 
rounding that city. 

PRICE OF SUGAR 

Of all the food commodities produc- 
ed, sugar is one of the most volatile in 
its price ranges. Cuba, the greatest 
sugar producing island in the world, 
wants a degree of price security to ex- 
tend into the peace years and is asking 
the United States for a formal contract 
covering a number of years. The Un- 
ited States is not anxious so to do be 
cause in a couple of years the Philip- 
pines will be baok in the sugar busin- 
ess and so will Java, and there will be 
an abundance of that product. 

YEAR-END REVEALS MANY 
CONTROLS OFF 

Out of 300 controls in the production 
and distribution field, operative on 
VE Day, only about 30 remain. 

The way has been cleared for recon- 
version /jof industry. In the metals 
field, only price contro) still applies to 
the production of automobiles, refrig- 
erators, washing machines, and many 
household appliances which faded 
from the market during wartime. 

Significant to the farming industry 
was the removal of rationing of farm 
machinery on October 1st. 

SPARTAN LIFE 

The people of London still live a 
Spartan existence, but their spirit is 
surprisingly good, says G. E. Gray, city 
triffic manager of the Trans-Canada 
Air Lines at Moncton, N. B., who has 
just returned to Canada after estab- 
lishing a traffic office in London for 
the trans-Atlantic air service operated 
by TCA. Notwithstanding their meag- 
re rations, he says, the people of Brit- 
ain are sharing their food and _ their 
fuel with the devastated Burope.

} FOOD SCARCE IN FRANCE 
| The French minister of food and ag- 
|riculture says there is no prospect of 
| any real relaxation of food rationing in 
‘that nation for at least another two 
| years. He says the French people are 
facing a desperate winter due to food 
searcity. He fears that bread ration- 
ing may have to be restored, wheat 
production in 1945 being only about a 
third of the 1944 crop. The potato 
crop, too, was the worst in decades. 
France hopes to import 200,000 tons of 
meat in 1946 of which North America 
| is expected to supply 100,000 tons.

As He looks upon the world to-day, 
we think we hear Him use the laag 
wage of the prophet Isaiah; “Why wiil 
ye be still stricken, that ye revolt 
more and more?

Said Honorable Mr. Ernest Bevin in 
the English Parliament not long ago 
as he described what he had seen in 
Berlin; ‘As I watched, I felt, my God, 
that is the price of man’s stupidity and 
war. It was the most awful sight you 
could ever see.” 

The Bishop of Chichester itemizes, 
“Thousands of bodies are hanging 
from the trees in the wood around 
Berlin and nobody bothers to cut them 
down. Thousands of corpses are car- 
ried into the sea by the Oder and the 
Elb rivers, one doesn’t notice it any 


longer. Thousands upon thousands 
are starving on the highways. Child- 
ren roam the highways alone, their 
parents are shot, dead, lost.” 

But no excursion to foreign lands is 
needed to tell that peace is not perm- 


anent. Look at the conflict between 
capital and labor, notice the relation- 
ship between landlord and _ tenant, 
watch the restlessness among the _ re- 
turned service men. 

But what is wrong? Chiefly one 
thing. Man has refused to conform 
with the moral law of the untverse. 
God says; Love! And man loves, him 
self. 


A Proposed Remedy 

The Lord Himself proposes the rem 
edy; Pray ye! 

It is time for it. It is time for pra7- 
er. Not in the sense of requesting 
God for more material blessings. 
some of us have more of these than 
we krow how to manage, but prayer 
in the sense of self-examination in 
the light of God’s plan and purpose. 

Pray the Lord's prayer, the pravor 
the Lord has given His people as a 
model prayer. 

De we hear sOme one say; 
don't we? 

Well, we don't! We do only ‘no the 
way 'nilip Melanchton pray31, wher 
Martin Luther promised; “Brother 
Philip, my riding horse is yours if you 
pray the Lord’s Prayer aright.” And 
Brother Philip began praying. Ere 
long he asked; “Brother Martin, do ! 
get the saddle too?” And Brother 
Martin replied; “You get none of them, 
neither the horse nor the saddle. 
You don’t pray tothe Lord. Your 
mind is on the horse and the saddle, 
your own gain, and not on the Lord 
and His glory.” 

“Our Father, who art -- - “When 
man’s strength turns to weakness and 
man’s wisdom to foolishness and man’s 
hope to despair, it is well to recall;

Smutty Wheat Increases 


It was noted a year ago that t! 
number of cars of wheat graded 
smutty had shown a marked increase 
yver the number so graded in each 
if the past two years. Various gov- 
‘rpament and commercial organiza- 
ions expressed concern over this 
ondition and preventive measure: 
iwainst smut were widely publicized. 
dowever, the number of cars graded 
mutty during the 1944-45 crop 
ear, as shown by the records of 
he Inspection Branch, Board of 
vrain Commissioners, is 724, which 
3 a one hundred per cent increase 
ver the previous crop year. It is 
srobable that the increase in smut 
nfection reflects to some extent the 
hortage of farm labour, but it is 
mperative that farmers becom 
ware of the simplicity and effective- 
iess of seed treatment in preventing 
he yield losses caused by smut and 
ue further direct financial losse 
curred by a ear of wheat hein: 
reded smutty. 

A tabulation of the number o! 
ars graded smutty in the past three 
rop years is given below. The 
largest inerease in smutty cars 
xeccurred in Alberta, with a large 
imerease in Crop District 6, but th: 
most pronounced increase occurred 
in the Peace River district. The 
increase in Saskatchewan was gen- 
eral except in the north-central and 
north-eastern areas, while the in- 
crease in Manitoba took place in the 
southwest corner and in the Red 
tiver Valley. The indications: are 
that smut is becoming widespread 
ind that it will increase even further 
'nless immediate steps are taken to 
ontrol it.
